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CURRENT TOPICS. 


Tue Cuancery Cause Lists shew an increase as compared 
with those of a year ago. There are now 376 causes and 
matters for hearing, whereas there were only 360 a year ago, 
and 330 at the commencement of the Trinity Sittings. The 
team of juvenile and active judges may be trusted to keep 
down these lists, and the increased total may probably be 
ascribed to the healthy condition of business in this division. 
Mr. Justice Wricut has sixty company matters before him. 





Tue Kine’s Beno Cause List shows an aggregate of no 
fewer than 928 causes, as against 772 a year ago, and 636 at 
the commencement of the Trinity Sittings. This is a rather 
startling state of things, due, no doubt, in some degree, to the 
small number of judges who sat during the Trinity Sittings ; 
but, at the same time, it seems to shew that the volume of 
business in this division is increasing. There are 732 actions 
for trial, 434 with juries and 254 without juries. 





As EVERYONE expected, the Appeal List for the Michaelmas 
Sittings has attained almost unexampled dimensions, containing 
479 sppeals, as against 350 a year ago and 388 at the 
commencement of the Trinity Sittings. Thenumber of appeals 
from the Chancery Division and the King’s Bench Division 
is nearly equal — 188 and 190 — and the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act appeals have risen from 36 at the 
commencement of the Trinity Sittings to 52. Surely a 
consideration of the state of business will induce this holiday- 
loving court to mend its ways, and one cannot help hoping that 
Lord Justice MarHew may imbue it with a little of the des- 
patch and attention to business of the Commercial Court. Our 
indefatigable correspondent Mr. E. T. Harcreaves, who keeps 
a constant eye on the sittings of this court, has reported to us 
that during the Trinity Sittings Court No. 1 did not sit on eleven 
days on which it ought to have sat, and that Court No. 2 did not 
sit on thirteen days on which it ought to have sat. No doubt, 
he adds, the late Master of the Rolls was ill during part of the 
sittings, and one of the Lords Justices sustained a severe domestic 
bereavement, but the malady which he terms “ Saturditis” 
was mainly responsible for the omission to sit. There was, he 
says, no sitting of Court No. 2 on ten Saturdays during the 
sittings. 





THERE was, as usual, very little done in the courts on the 
first day of the sittings. By three o’clock most of the judges 
of the High Court had departed, and Mr. Justice Farwett, 
nearly swallowed up in his unaccustomed scarlet robes, alone 








remained in the Chancery Division. Lord Justice Riesy, 
although announced to sit, did not put in an appearance, and 
ie believed to have now resigned his post. The most interesting 
sight was the Lord Chancellor, roseate and smiling, in Court of 
Appeal No. 1, He enjoyed himself immensely in a discussion with 








a suitor in person, bestowing on him kindly advice, and taking 
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infinite trouble to see that he correctly apprehended what was 
told him. Lord Justice Matnew appeared in a full-bottomed 
wig which did not suit him, and seemed to give his forehead 
the semblance of the type usually associated with the criminal 


classes. 





A poustz tragedy has ended the career and life of the late 
Master of the Rolls, Sir Ancurpatp Surru, at the comparatively 
early age of sixty-five. During the last -year or two he aged 
rapidly, and it was latterly difficult to believe that he was no 
older. He was a sound lawyer, but his chief characteristics 
were a rather rough vigour and a very shrewd common sense, 
which commended him, not only to suitors and the profession, 
but to his superiors in the shape of Attorney-Generals and 
Lord Chancellors, and won him promotion over the heads of 
more brilliant lawyers, which was justified by the event. He 
hated tricks, delay, and sophistry of every sort, and went 
straight to the point, whether in chambers, or at Wisi Prius, or 
in banc, or in the Court of Appeal. The habitual expressions 
by which he enforced his views were rather forcible than 
dignified, varying from the indignant “I'll teach you” in 
chambers to the good-humoured ‘‘Come now, that won’t do” 
of the Court of Appeal. An old “blue,” with cheery manners, 
he was from the first a popular member of the profession, 
whether as simple barrister, or Attorney-General’s devil, or 
judge; and he made a very valuable assistant to Lord Hannen 
in the Parnell Commission, though he could not have taken his 
place—in fact, they stood to one another rather in the relation 
of the Dignity and Impudence of Landseer’s well-known picture. 
Personally he will be widely missed, but it would be idle to 
deny—and he would have been forward to admit—that his 

lace will be taken by abler men. His modesty was shewn on 
fis appointment to the Oourt of Appeal by the story then 
current that he apologized to some of his colleagues for having 
been appointed over their heads in recognition of his work on 
the Parnell Commission. 





Tue new Master of the Rolls is a very different type of judge. 
Law and learning are innate in him, and have been carefully 
cultivated in an all-round training and practice. He was joint 
editor of Smith’s Leading Cases, and enjoyed a large and 
varied practice on the Northern Circuit, whence he has steadily 
climbed the professional ladder through silk and the High Court 
Bench to the Court of Appeal and the Mastership of the Rolls, 
having in the meanwhile been joint arbitrator for England in the 
Venezuelan arbitration with the late Lord Chief Justice. And 
throughout he has touched nothing which he has not mastered. 
He does not affect cheery bonhommie, but maintains a quiet 
unruffied dignity, which denotes confidence in himself and 
commands confidence in others. It may not be widely known 
that in a dispute between the Western and Oxford circuits he 
was not long since cordially accepted by both as arbitrator, and 
his decision was accepted without demur. He comes of a clear- 
headed, strong-willed, Irish Protestant stock, and has all its 
characteristics, yet not without philosophical humour, as was 
shewn by a speech on his recollections of the Venezuela dispute 
in which he portrayed the irony of fate which forced the 
Americans in that dispute to extol the labours and merits of the 
ee, whom they were denouncing and crushing in Cuba; 
while the English were driven to rely on the labours and merits 
of the Dutch, whom they were denouncing and crushing in South 
Africa. No one doubts that he will make an excellent president 
of the Court of Appeal, and will be, in fact as well in name, the 
head of the court. What is not so clear is whether he will 
take an equal interest in the Record Office branch of his duties. 
Since Sir Gzorcz Jzsszx, Lord Linpizy is the only Master of 
the Rolls who has thrown himself also into that sphere of his 
work. But Sir Ricuarp Coxziys’ well-known learning should 
find there a congenial exercise. 





THE apProrntuent of Mr. Justice Marnew to the Court of 
Sages is an all too tardy recognition of the most brilliant 
ability in the King’s Bench Division. The delay is believed to 
be due to the dissatisfaction of the politicians with his conduct of 





the Evicted Tenants Commission, of which he was chairman. If 
80, it is well that it is now waived, and the story points a moral 
upon which we have long insisted—namely, that judges ought 
not to be taken from their proper work to do quasi-political 
work for any Government, whether it be Mr. Justice MatrHzw 
in Ireland or Lord Justice Romer in South Africa. Whether 
it results in promotion or the delay of promotion it is equally 
unbecoming. But be that as it may, Lord Justice MaruEew’s 
accession to the Court of Appeal should be a tower of 
strength to that body, even if skirmishes with the bar may 
occasionally result from his impatience of dullness or lack of 
alertness in argument. He is steeped in the commercial law 
of Europe, downwards from the Consolato del Mare and the 
laws of Oleron, which savour of his birthplace, Bordeaux. 
Though he never took silk, he achieved a reputation as a 
commercial lawyer at the bar which extended far beyond the 
profession. This he has maintained on the bench, and 
especially of late years through his successful organization and 
conduct of the Court for Commercial Causes. Among the great 
commercial lawyers to be found practising at the Guildhall 
thirty years ago, the only survivor who approached him in 
attainments has for some reason always been left out of 
judicial appointments—we refer to Mr. Arruur Cougn, K.C. 
Nor is Lord Justice Maruzw only a commercial lawyer. A 
happier fate prevented his being a conveyancer and real property 
lawyer, for which he joined Lincoln’s-inn (of which he is now 
the treasurer), where he obtained a studentship in 1853. But 
the Home Circuit offered greater attractions, aud there his 
abilities commanded a large practice, while his Irish wit and 
humour made him Attorney-General of the circuit mess, a position 
in which his brilliant after-dinner speeches made an epoch in 
the history of the circuit. His qualities are not without their 
defects ; his rapid insight, quick-temper, and pungent humour 
are apt to shew impatience (like Sir Gzorcz Jzsszt’s) that the 
pace of the court is the pace of its slowest member, and to send 
out arrows of sarcasm which rankle like those of Mr. Justice 
Mauvtz, or Lord Justice Kwicut-Bruce, or Lord BramweEtt. 
But these may be excused to brilliant qualities and great 
services; and after all, the humours of the bench are as a rule 
none too brilliant. We congratulate the Court of Appeal and 
the country upon the strength which should accrue to it from 
the appointment of Lord Justice Maruew. 


In Mr. Justice Watton the King’s Bench Division and the 
Commercial Court will have as worthy a successor to Lord 
Justice MarHew as could well be found; and, singularly 
enough, a Roman Catholic like his predecessor. Hailing from 
the Northern Circuit and the port of Liverpool, he came to fill 
the gap in the ranks of commercial lawyers caused by the 
elevation of Mr. Justice Barnzs to the bench, and he filled it well. 
He has been engaged and has shone in nearly all the latter- 
day causes celébres, and has, at the same time, so well commended 
himself to his brethren that he has risen to be Chairman of the 
General Council of the Bar. Pleasant, learned, straightforward, 
keen, and modest, he has well earned his reward, which should 
be the beginning of a long career as useful to his country as it 
has hitherto been to his clients. A better batch of appointments 
has seldom been made by the present Lord Chancellor. 





Wuart woutp the shade of Vice-Chancellor Matis say to the 
outrageous proceedings reported during the last few days 
relative to the marriage of a ward of court in defiance of the 
order of the court? Nothing is better established than that the 
marriage, or connivance at marriage, or attempted marriage, of a 
ward, male or female, without the leave of the court, is a 
contempt on the part of the principal and all persons engaged in 
the transaction, which will be punished by committal. But in 
order to be effectual, the interference of the court must take 
place while the marriage is only in contemplation, and accord- 
ingly the usual practice is to restrain, not only the marriage 
but all intercourse or communication, either personal or by 
letter, between the parties. All love letters are also required to 
be returned, and we have heard an amusing description of a 
solemn holocaust of tender epistles performed by a Ohancery 
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Registrar under an order of the court. This is all very 
well where the parties are within the jurisdiction of the 
court, but what is to be done when they are out of such juris- 
diction, and propose to marry in a place where the marriage 
of a minor is legal? Apparently, according to the facts as 
reported in the recent case, nothing can be done to prevent the 
marriage. An injunction against the marriage appears to have 
been issued by some judge of the Chancery Division or the 
Vacation Judge, in the sanguine hope that his brethren across 
the border would support his action. The Scotch judge is 
stated to have refused to back the order, and the male ward was 
duly married in defiance of the injunction. Thereupon the 
offending parties betook themselves to London to “face the 
music,” receiving quite a popular ovation on leaving Edinburgh, 
the crowd at the station, it is affirmed, singing in honour of the 
offending ward, “‘ For he’s a jolly good fellow” ; this shocking 
irreverence being, it is to be feared, actuated by most unreasonable 
dislike of the paternal authority of the Chancery Division. We 
suppose we must not venture to predict what will be the fate of the 
lady who has so heinously espoused a forbidden spouse, or whether 
the ward himself will have to partake in the parental chastisement 
(more in sorrow than anger) of the court. But we may perhaps 
be allowed to say that in other cases the court has clapped the 
offender into gaol, not to be released therefrom until a certificate 
that the marriage was valid has been produced, and a proper 
settlement of the ward’s property has been prepared, approved, 
and executed, and the costs have been paid by the person who 
has tampered with the ward. In one case, however, Martin v. 
Foster (7 De G. M. & G. 98), it appears to have been admitted 
that a marriage constituting a contempt may have been com- 
mitted ‘‘ under such circumstances that the court may not think fit 
to award any punishment for it” ; but it was added that, for all 
the purposes of jurisdiction over the property of the ward, it 
is a contempt; and the learned judge said that, “‘ without a 
settlement, discreet and proper under the circumstances, being 
made, not one shilling of the capital of the [ward’s] fund shall, 
during the joint lives, be touched with my consent.” It may be 
added that, as all persons conniving at a marriage with a ward 
commit a contempt, it will be advisable for the Scotch clergy- 
man who performed the ceremony of marriage to carefully keep 
out of the jurisdiction of the English court; likewise the “ best 
man” and the bridesmaids, if any. 





In Aa work by Mr. Dicey on The Parties to An Action, 
published in the year 1870, the law is stated to be that the 
King cannot be made defendant in an action, but that 
redress must be sought for, if it is obtainable at all, by 
a petition of right. This statement is og by a 
reference to Oomyn’s Digest, and would probably be re- 
peated at the present day. But the business of the Govern- 
ment. has enormously increased during the last thirty years; 
different departments have been created, and the question arises, 
Can it be properly said at the present time that anyone who is 
involved in a dispute with one of these departments of the 
Crown has no remedy by action, but must in every case resort 
to a petition of right? We are not speaking of actions in which 
it is sought to make some officer of the Government personally 
responsible for acts done in the execution of his duty. 
With regard to such actions it has been declared that 
superior public officers, such as the Postmaster-General and 
the Commissioners of Customs and of Excise, are not 
responsible for the negligence or misconduct of inferior officers 
in their several departments ; and further, it is not unusual to 
find in the Acts of Parliament regulating these departments 
provisions exempting the officials from personal liability in 
respect of the transactions into which they may have occasion to 
enter. Weare speaking of an action against the Crown or some 
department of the Crown, and the first observation to be made 
is that it would often be a doubtful benefit to the Crown if every 
suitor had to proceed against it by some distinct procedure, 
which, owing to the absence of precedent, would frequently give 
rise to doubts and difficulties. It has not been unusual in 
modern times for foreign princes to allow proceedings 
against themselves in their own courts, and the English 
Government appears to be moving in the same direction. 


In Graham v. The Public Works and Buildings Commissioners, 
which came before one of the Divisional Courts on the 22nd 
of May last, an action for damages was brought against 
the commissioners by builders under a building contract. 
It was objected that the action could in no event be maintained, 
and that the claim could only be put forward by petition of 
right ; that the contract was entered into by the defendants as 
servants and agents of the Crown, and on behalf of the Crown 
as a department of the Government. The argument for the 
plaintiffs, stated shortly, was that the commissioners had been 
incorporated by statute for the purpose of holding, buying, and 
conveying lands, with powers of entering into covenants and 
agreements in respect of them, and that it must be considered 
that the object of this incorporation was to enable the com- 
missioners to sue and be sued, and thereby to simplify the 
assertion of rights. The court decided that the action could be 
maintained, Riptey, J., on the narrow ground that it must be 
inferred that the commissioners in the particular case 
contracted for themselves, and not on behalf of the Crown, 
and Purtiimorz, J., on the ground that, upon the true 
construction of the statutes under which the commissioners 
derived their powers, it must be inferred that the Legislature 
intended that the commissioners should be sued. The learned 
judge added that the procedure was really to obtain a decision 
upon a hypothesis—namely, if the person sued were a subject, 
what would be the decision of the court on the case brought 
against him? and that no execution could go against the com- 
missioners, because their property (if they had any) was Crown 
property, and the judgment against them would have to be 
satisfied, if at all, out of moneys provided by Parliament for that 
purpose. Having regard to the fact that nearly every depart- 
ment of the Government is or is likely to be incorporated by 
statute, this decision, if generally adopted, will tend materially 
to diminish the procedure by petition of right. 





AN INTERESTING question as to the right of a captain of a ship 
to sue for freight due under bills of lading signed by him was 
discussed by Bicuam, J., in Lorenzo Repetto vy. Millars Karri and 
Jarrah Co. (Limited) (49 W. R. 526; 1901, 2 Q. B. 306). As 
pointed out by the learned judge, the same rule applies as in 
any other case where an agent enters into a contract. If he 
does not disclose the fact that he is only an agent he renders 
himself personally liable, while at the same time his principal 
can be held liable when ascertained ; though the other contract- 
ing party is put to his election as to whom he shall sue, and is 
not at liberty to sue both. Thus “‘ when a master signs a bill of 
lading without qualification—that is to say, without anything 
in the document to shew that he does so merely as agent, he 
makes himself personally liable to the shipper. The shipowner 
who has authorized the master to sign the bill of lading is also 
liable upon it.” ‘ And,” continued Bicnam, J., “as either 
master or owner may be sued, so either may sue, for the 
existence of the liability on the one hand involves the existence 
of the correlative right on the other.” But though in the present 
case the bills of lading weresigned by the master withoutre: 
to his agency, yet they contained a referenceto the charter-party in 
which agency was disclosed, and this was held to be fatal to his 
right to sue. The entire vessel— Zhe Beecroft—had been chartered 
to the defendants for the purpose of carrying timber, and the 
charter-party provided that the captain should sign bills of 
lading at any freight without prejudice to the freight agreed by 
the charter-party, which was to fix the amount really recoverable. 
The charterers were at once the shippers and consignees 
of the goods, and the bills of lading were used simply as a 
matter of mercantile convenience and not from any necessity. 
Although, then, they would (but for the reference td the charter- 
party) have both imposed on the master personal liability and 
have given him the right to sue, yet, since they ex vm. 
referred to the charter-party as fixing the freight, te —_ 
at the same time the capacity in which the master was acting. 
He was, on the two documents, merely an agent, and hence had 
no right to sue in his own name. The gs had 


apparently been brought in this form in order to defeat a 
right of set-off which the defendants claimed against the ship- 





owners. 
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THE RECENT decision of Joyce, J., in Re Du Bochet (49 W. R. 
588; 1901, 2 Ch. 441) is another instance of the hardships which 
are inflicted by the capricious manner in which illegitimate 
children are dealt with in construing wills. Of course, if a gift 
is made to an illegitimate child as persona designata no question 
of illegitimacy comes in. The gift goes to him because he 
answers the description in the will. And even without the 
children being namei, a gift to illegitimate children as a class 
may be good if they are born before the date of the will. It is 
when a child born after the date of thé will seeks to share 
under tie gift that the law steps in, apparently in the 
interest of morality, and refuses to the younger members 
of the family what it allows to the elder. In Re Du Bochet a 
testatrix by her will, dated in 1876, bequeathed her residuary 
estate in trust equally for all such of the children (being 
daughters) of a nephew and two nieces (named) who should 
attain twenty-one or marry under that age. At the date of the 
will the nephew was living with a lady who was believed by the 
testatrix and the rest of the family to be his lawful wife, but 
they were not in fact married till 1890. Two daughters, 
GzRTRUDE and Aticz, had been born at the date of the will, and 
a third, Jzsstz, was born in 1879. The testatrix always 
treated the lady as her nephew’s wife, and the three daughters 
as her children. She died in 1883. In the nature of things 
there seems to be no reason why the youngest daughter should 
be excluded from the benefits which could be claimed by the 
elder, and it is unfortunate when a judge is obliged to give 
a decision which he feels is unfair. That this was the state 
of Mr. Justice Joycx’s mind is evident from his statement that 
he gave his decision only after much consideration and with 
great regret. But—to go no further back—the decision of 
Kay, J., and the Court of Appeal in Re Bolton (34 W. R. 325, 
31 Ch. D. 542) seems to shew that under a gift to illegitimate 
children as a class no after-born illegitimate child can take. It 
may be doubted whether by rules of this kind the law affords 
any real assistance to the cause of morality, while it is quite 
certain that in particular cases it inflicts serious hardship. 
Possibly a more rational course will in time be struck out by 
judicial legislation. 





Ir 1s a frequent cause of complaint among self-defended 
prisoners that the process of identifying them when in custody 
is conducted by the police in such a manner as to eliminate all 
possibility of any but the suspected person being chosen by the 
witness to identify. No one who is conversant with our police 
methods will in a general way assent to such a proposition, but 
at the eame time the greatest care is necessary to prevent any 
Sprerent justification of these charges against the police. At 
the Leeds City Quarter Sessions (on the 16th of October), the 
recorder, Mr. E. Tinpat Arxrnsoy, K.C., commented in the 
strongest terms on the absence of official evidence as to 
the procedure adopted in the identification of an accused 
person. He said that in every case the police officer who had 
arranged and conducted an identification should be present in 
court ready to give evidence, and that in his opinion any such 
officer who was not present was guilty of a breach of duty. 
The remarks of the learned recorder seem to have been made as 
much iz the interest of the police themselves as of the prisoner. 
Jurymen are but human, and a series of unrefuted, though un- | 
founded, accusations against the integrity of the police force in 
any district must eventually lead juries to think there is “ some- 
thing in it,” and to discount their evidence accordingly. 











. In the Court of Appeal on Thursday, the Lord Chancellor, addressing 
the Attorney-General, said: Mr. Attorney, I do not think it would be 
becoming to commence the business here without recognizing the great 
loss we have sustained. This is not the occasion on which one could enter | 
into a whole narrative of the judicial qualities of our departed friend Lord 
Justice Smith.

A PURCHASER’S LIEN FOR DEPOSIT. 


[ue vendor’s lien for unpaid purchase-money is one of the most 
familiar instances of a charge arising by operation of law, but it 
is less usual to meet with a purchaser’s lien such as was dis- 
cussed in the recent case of Whitbread & Co. v. Watt (49 W. R. 
584; 1901,10h.911). That a vendor of land, who has conveyed 
without receiving the purchase-money or part of it, has a lien 
for the amount unpaid has been undisputed law ever since Lord 
Expon’s examination of the doctrine ia Mackreth v. Symmons (15 
Ves. 329); though, of course, as was explained by Bacon, V.C., 
in Re Albert Life Assurance Co, (L. R. 11 Eq., p. 178), the pre- 
sumption of lien will be dispelled if there are circumstances 
which shew that the vendor, when he conveyed the land, 
looked to other security for the purchase-money than the 
land itself. And just as a vendor, who conveys the legal estate 
without receiving payment, has a lien for the unpaid purchase- 
money, so a purchaser who has paid anything on account of the 
purchase-money, whether by way of deposit or otherwise, and 
does not ultimately obtain a conveyance, the contract going off 
through no default of his, is entitled toa similar lien on the 
land for the amount which should be repaid to him. The 
similarity of the two liens was pointed out by Kivpzrszey, V.C., 
in Wythes v. Lee (3 Deew., p. 403). After suggesting that a 
possible distinction might exist in the fact that the vendor had 
the estate in the land at the time of the contract, and only 
intended to convey subject to payment of the purchase- 
money, while the purchaser had not the estate in his possession, 
and his lien, consequently, was not in its origin the same 
sort of lien as that of the vendor, he continued: ‘ But 
when a contract is made and that goes off, it appears to 
me that, in principle and justice, the equity of the purchaser to 
a lien on the estate ought to stand on as good a footing as the 
lien of the vendor after conveyance. It appears to me 
that, on the principles of equity and justice, the purchaser, 
when the contract goes off, has a lien.” 

As long as the land remains in the hands of the vendor the 
question of lien is not so likely to arise. It is when the vendor, 
who has received part of the purchase-money, sells or mortgages 
the land without accounting to the assignee for what he has 
received that the original purchaser may find his right disputed. 
In the present case of Whitbread § Co. v. Watt (supra), by a 
contract made in January, 1897, one SaunpErs agreed to sell, 
and the purchasers agreed to buy, a freehold plot upon a 
building estate of the vendor for £500, of which £200 was paid 
at once as deposit, and the remaining sum of £300 was to be 
paid on completion. As to date of completion it was stipulated 
that this should take place as soon as 300 houses had been erected 
on the estate, but if so many houses were not erected within two 
years the purchasers were to have the right to cancel the 
agreement. Subsequently to this contract Saunpzrs sold and 
conveyed the estate and the assignee mortgaged it. In Novem- 
ber, 1900, the mortgagees sold and conveyed the estate to the 
defendant Warr with notice of the contract of January, 1897. 
The 300 houses had not been built, and Saunpzrs had not paid 
or accounted for the deposit of £200 to any of his successors in 
title. In December, 1900, the plaintiffs gave notice to rescind 
the contract of January, 1897, and they claimed from Wart, 
the then owner, the return of the deposit. This was refused, 
and the question was raised in the action whether the plaintiffs 
were entitled to alien for £200 upon the land in the hands of 
Wart. 

We have already seen that the principle that a purchaser may 
be entitled to a lien was laid down in Wythes v. Lee; but the 
ground upon which it rests received a very important exposition 
in the House of Lords in Rose v. Watson (12 W. R. 585, 10 
H. L. 0. 672). Itis familiar law that immediately upon the 
signing of the contract the —— in the land is in a manner and 
for some purposes transferred to the purchaser. And if this 
transfer is backed by payment of any part of the purchase- 
money, then to the extent of the amount paid the transfer is 
complete. Where, said Lord Wzsrsury, L.O., in the case just 
referred to, the contract is an executory contract ‘‘in this sense, 
namely, that the ownership of the estate is transferred, 
subject to the payment of the purchase-money, every 
portion of the purchase-money paid in pursuance of that 
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contract is a part performance and execution of the contract, and, 
to the extent of the purchase-money so paid, does, in equity, 
finally transfer to the purchaser the ownership of a corresponding 
portion of the estate.” And Lord Cranworrts laid down the 
doctrine in similar terms: ‘‘ There can be no doubt, I apprehend, 
that when a purchaser has paid his purchase-money, though he 
has got no conveyance, the vendor becomes a trustee for him of 
the legal estate, and he is, in equity, considered as the owner of 
the estate. When, instead of paying the whole of his purchase- 
money, he pays a part of it, it would seem to follow, as a 
necessary corollary, that, to the extent to which he has paid his 
purcbase-money, to that extent the vendor is a trustee for him ; 
in other words, that he acquires a lien, exactly in the same way 
as if upon the payment of a part of the purchase-money the 
vendor had executed a mortgage to him of the estate to that 
extent.” In Rose v. Watson a purchaser was bound by his 
contract to pay a deposit immediately and the balance in three 
years’ time, and to pay interest on the balance half-yearly in the 
meantime. He paid the deposit and made several payments of 
interest, but at length declined to complete the contract on the 
ground that the representations on which he had been induced to 
enter into it remained unfulfilled. It was held that the purchaser 
was justified in the course he had taken, and that he had a lien 
on the land for the sums which he had paid on account of 
principal and interest, alien which he was entitled to enforce 
against mortgagees of the vendor who had taken with notice 
of the contract. 

The decision and the reasoning in Watson v. Rose appear to 
cover the facts in Whitbread §& Co. v. Watt, and the only 
circumstance which could throw doubt upon the matter is an 
observation made by Kay, L.J., in the course of his judgment 
in Rodger v. Harrison (41 W. R. 291; 1893, 1 Q. B. 161). The 
question in that case was whether a contract could be 
registered under the Yorkshire Registries Act, 1884, so as to 
give priority to a lien under it as against an earlier mortgage 
registered subsequently. The decision of the Court of Appeal 
was given upon the ground that the contract was neither an 
‘“‘assurance’’ nor a ‘‘memorandum of charge” within the 
meaning of the Act, and therefore was not capable of being 
effectively registered, but Kay, L.J., excluded it from the latter 
category upon the ground that no lien could arise at the date of 
the contract, but only subsequently in the event of the purchase 
going off through the vendor’s default. “ 1f there be a lien,” he 
said, ‘‘ for the purchase-money, when does it come into existence ? 
Certainly not at the date of the contract. It caunot, then, be 
assumed that the contract will go off through the default of the 
vendor.”’ But if from this dictum itis to be inferred that there is 
no lien except when the vendor is in default, and then only from 
the time of default, it is, as was pointed out by Farwe t, J., in 
the present case, inconsistent with Rose v. Watson. The lien 
attaches immediately upon the payment of the deposit, and 
thenceforward it continues to affect the land unless the 
purchase goes off through the default of the purchaser. 
“On authority and on principle,” said Farwett, J., “the 
purchaser has a lien, both when the contract goes off for 
want of title, and when the contract is rescinded under a 
condition enabling the purchaser to rescind. If the purchaser 
himself makes default the case is entirely different. If the 
purchaser makes default in such a way as to deprive himself 
of any debt at all, he cannot have a lien for that which does not 
exist.” In the present case, accordingly, the plflintiffs, who had 
exercised their clear right in rescinding the contract, had a lien 
upon the land for the £200 which had been paid by way of 
deposit, and this lien prevailed against the defendant who had 
purchased the land with notice of the plaintiff’s contract.

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A READING OF THE NEW STATUTES. 


THE AGRICULTURAL Rates Act, 1896, &., CoNTINUANCE Act, 
1901 (1 Epw. 7, ©. 13). 


The Agricultaral Rates Act, 1896, exempting occupiers of agricul- 
turel land from one-half the usual rates, ~ any sale 1 limited to 
a period cf five years after the 31st of March next after the passing of 
the Act. In the ordivary course, therefore, it would have expired on 
the 31st of March, 1902. The present Act extends it for a further 
period of four years—namely, until the 3let of March, 1906, and the 
extension applies also to the Tithe Rent-charge Rates Act, 1899, which, 
during the continuance of the Agricultural Rates Act, granted to the 
owner of @ tithe rent-charge attached to a benefice a corresponding 
exemption from rates. 


THE Patents Acr, 1901 (1 Epw. 7, c. 18) 


Under section 103 of the Patents, Designs, and Trade-Marks Act, 
1883 (46 & 47 Vict. c. 57), where an international arrangement is 
made for the mutual protection of inventions, designs, and trade- 
marks, or any of them, foreign patentees, &c , are entitled to priority 
over other applicants in this country, provided that application is 
made, in the case of a patent, within seven months, and, in the case 
of a design or trade-mark, within four months from the date of 
application in the foreign state. The present Act extends the period 
of seven months to twelve months, so that a foreign patentee, between 
whose state and this country there is an arrangement of the kind in 
question, will have his my to priority here protected for a year. 
But bis application must be accompanied by a complete specification, 
which, if the application is not accepted, will be made public at the 
end of the twelve months. The Act comes into operation on the Ist 
of January, 1902. 





THE Pusitc Lisprarigs Act, 1901 (1 Epw. 7, c. 19). 


|_ The former Public Libraries Acts were consolidated by the Public 
| Libraries Act, 1892 (55 & 56 Vict. c. 53). Since then there has been 
| the Amending Act of 1893 (56 Vict. c. 11), which in urban districts 
| transferred the decision as to adopting the Pablic Libraries Act from 
the electors to the urban authority ; and the Libraries Offences Act, 1898 
(61 & 62 Vict. c. 53), which provided for the punishment of disorderly 
conduct and certain other offences in libraries. The present Act, in 
addition to some minor amendments, by section 3 enables a library 
authority to meke bye-laws (a) for regulating the use of the library, 
museum, &c., and protecting its furniture and contents; (b) for 
requiring any guarentee or security i loss or injury 
to books or other articles; and (c) for the exclusion 
or removal of persons offending under the Act of 1898 or 
against the bye-laws; and by section 5 power is conferred on the 
library authorities of two or more library districts to share in the 
expense of a library building, or in the purchase of books and news- 
papers. Section 4 extends the Libraries Offences Act, 1898, to avy 
museum, art gallery, or school provided under the Pablic Libraries 
Act, 1892; and section 13 applies the Museums and Gymnasiums 
Act, 1891 (54 & 55 Vict. c. 11), and the Public Libraries (Amendment) 
Act, 1893, to the admioistrative county of London. 


THE YOUTHFUL OFFENDERS Act, 1901 (1 Epw. 7, ©. 20). 


This Act contains important provisions partly intended to secure 
more suitable treatment for children who have the misfortune to be 
charged with criminal offences, and partly intended to make 
parents suffer for their children’s misdeeds, The latter object is 
aimed at in section 2, which Fnac ve = . child or young 
person is charged with any offence for which a fine, , or 
costs may be imposed upon him by a court of summary Sariefietion, 
and there is reason to believe that his parent or guardian has 
conduced to the commission of tbe alleged offence by wilful 
default or by habitually neglecting to exercise due care 
of him, the parent or guardian may be charged with contributing to 
the commission of the offence. The terms ‘child ” and “young 
person” have the same meaning as in the Summary Juriediction Act, 
1879, hence they refer respectively tochildren under twelve and children 
from twelve to sixteen. The summons to a child may include a 
summons to the parent, and in any case the charges against the child 
and that sgainst the parent may be heard together. If both <r 
are proved, and any five, damages, or costs are imposed on the chi 
the court may order that these shall be paid by the parent instead, 
who may also be ordered to give security for the child’s good 
behaviour. The parent will have an appeal to quarter sessions. 
Section 4 provides a very beneficial substitute for committing a child 
to prison pending trial. A court of summary jurisdiction on remandmg 
a child or committing him for trial may intrust him to the custody 
of any fit person willing to receive him, and he will virtually 
be imprisoned in such custody until the end of the remand or the 
trial. Provision is made for the expense of maintenance in such 





custody, and a contribution may be required from the parent or 
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other person legally liable to maintain the child. The Act contains 
provisions (sections 1 and 5) extending the existing power of sending 
childrea to industrial schools, aud extending also the power of 
charging the exp-nses of maintenance at reformatories and 
industrial schools on the parent or otuer person liaole. By section 
3, ia a case where a child or young parson is ordered by a court of 
summary jaristiction to pay costs in addition to a fine, the costs 
may not exceed the fine, and the court may order the fiue as well as 
the costs to be paid to the informant, and may also remis or retarn 
auy fees which he caanot otherwwe recover. Tae Act comes into 
operation on the 1st of January, 1902. 


Tue InroxicatTine Liquors (SALE To CHILDREN) Act, 1901 
(1 Epw. 7, ©, 27). 


The Intoxicating Liquors (Sale to Children) Act, 1886 (49 & 50 
Vict. c. 56) forbade the sale of intoxicating liquor to children uuder 
thirteen for consumption on the premises by any child under that 
age. This Act is repealed, aud the present Act raises the age to 
fourteen years, and at the same time grants children under that age 
additional protection. A licence-holder iacurs a penalty if he 
kaowingly sells or delivers, save at the residence or working-place of 
the purchaser, any description of intoxicating liquor to a child under 
fourteen for consumption by any person on or off the premises; and 

alties are inonesed also by persons who send children to obtain 
intoxicatiog liquor; but there is an exception in favour of liquors 
sold or delivered in corked and sealed vessels in quantities of not less 
than one reputed pict for consumption off the premises only. The 
Act comes into operation on the 1st of January, 1902.

From a return, just issued, giving statistics of proceedings under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1897, during the year 1900, it appears that 
the total number of cases dealt with by county court judges and arbitrators 
in 1900 was 1,145, as compared with 999 in the previous year. The cases 
settled by acceptance of money paid into court numbered 70. There were 
also 407 cases which were either withdrawn, settled out of court, or disposed of 
in such a way that the results are not officially known. Of the claims settled 
within the cognizance of the committee, 867 were in favour of the applicant 
and 194 in favour of the respondent. The proportion in which the applicant 
is successful has increased from 75 per cent. in 1899 to 81 per cent. in 1900. 
In 245 cases compensation on account of death was awarded to dependents, 
the total amount awarded being £40,042; a elight increase over the total 
figure for the previous year, though the average award has fallen from 
£173 to £163. The average award in cases of injury was little more than 
£69. The average améunt of solicitors’ costs under the Employers’ 
Liability Act was £21 4s. The number of cases under the Workmen’s 
Compensation Act carried to the Court of Appeal in England was 90, or 
nearly 60 per cent. of the cases that came before the county courts. This 
is an increase as compared with 1899 of 4 per cent. Of the English 
appeals 31 were by workmen and 59 by employers. Of the former 9 and 
of the latter 25 were successful. There were seven appeals to the House 
of Lords, in six of which the workman was the appellant, and in five of 
the six the appeal was successful.

73], relating to dis- 
qualificatious for election to or membership of 
certain authorities, shall have eff-ct as if a library 
authority, being a body of commissioners appointed 
under the principal Act, were one of the authorities 
mentioned in that section. 


8. Power to library authority to make byelaws, 
(1,) A library authority may make byelaws for all 
or any of the following purposes relating to any 
library, museum, art gallery, or school, which by 
virtue of the principal Act or this Act is under 
their control, that is to say: 

(a) for regulating the use of the same and of the 
contents thereof, and for protecting the same 
and the fittings, furniture, and contents 
thereof from injury, destruction, or misuse ;

(c) for enabling the officers and servants of the 
library authority to exclude or remove there- 
from persons committing any offence against 
the Libraries Offences Act, 1898 [61 & 62 
Vict. c. 53], or against the byelaws. 

(2.) All byelaws under this se:tion shall be made 

subject and according to the provisions respectin 
byelaws contained in sections one hundred an 





eighty-two to one hundred and eighty-six of the 
Public Health Act, 1875 [38.& 39 Vict. c. 55], and 
those sections sball apply as if the expression 
** local authority ’’ therein included in every case 
a library authority. 

(3) All offences and penalties under any such 
byelaw may be prosecuted and recovered in 
manner provided the Summary Jurisdiction 
Acts.

5. Power to library authorities to make agreements 
Sor use of library | (1.) The library authorities of two 
or more library aistricts may agree to share, insuch 
proportions and for such period as may be deter- 
mined by the agreement, the cost of the purchase, 
erection, repair, and maint+nauce of any library 
building in one of those districts, and also the cost 
of the purchase of books and newspapers for such 
library, and all other exp-nses connected with the 
same, and may also agree as to the management 
and use of the library, and as to the interchange, 
hire, and use of books and newspapers belonging 
to such authorities respectively. 

(2.) This section shall apply, with the necessary 
modifications, to a museum, school of science, art 
gallery, or school for art, in like manner as toa 
library. 

6. Amendment of 55 ¢ 56 Vict. ¢. 53, 8. 18, as to 
expenses in parishes.| In a library district, being a 
parish, the sanction of the — meeting or vestry 
shall not be required annually for raising the sums 
from time to time due from the parish for defray- 
ing the expenses incurred by the library authority, 
and those sums shall be paid by the overseers on 
the order of the library authority. But in any 
parish in a rural district the sanction of the parish 
meeting shall be required in the year one thousand 
nine hundred and eleven, and in every tenth yar 
thereafter: Provided that nothing in this sectioa 
shall affect the operation of section eleven of the 
Local Government Act, 1894 [56 & 57 Vict. c. 73]. 


7. Application of 54 § 55 Vict. c. 22, to museum 
provided under principal Act.]| An urban authority 
for whose district tne Museums and Gymnasiums 
Act, 1891, has been adopted, either wholly or so 
far as it relates to museums only, may appropriate 
for the purposes of that Act a museum provided 
for the district under the principal act, and there- 
upon the Museums and Gymuasiums Act, 1891, 
shall apply to the museum, as if it were provided 
under that Act. 


8. Notice to Local Government Board] On the 
adoption of the principal Act for any ltorary dis- 
trict, the library authority shall forthwith give 
notice in writing of such adoption to the Lucal 
Government Board. The library authority of every 
district in which the Act has already been adopted 
shall give the like notice within three months after 
the passing of this Act.

An Act to amend the Law relating to Youthful 
Offenders and for other purposes connect-d 
therewith. [\7th August 1901. 
Be it enacted, &o. : 

1. Removal of disqualifications attaching to felony. 
Where a child or yume person having beeu 
c-nyvioted of felony is discharged in accordance 
with section sixteen of the Summary Jurisdictic n 
Act, 1879 [42 & 43 Vict. c 49), or the Probation of 
First Uffenders Act, 1887 [50 & 51 Vict. o, 25), or 
otherwise, or is punished with whipping only, the 
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conviction shall not be regarded as a conviction of 
felony for the of section fifteen of the 
Industrial Schools Act, 1866 [29 & 30 Vict. c. 118], 
or of any disqualification attaching to felony. 


2. Liability of parent or guardian in case of offence 
commities by child or young person.| (1.) Where a 
child or young person is charged with any offence 
for the commission of which a fine, damages, or 
costs, may be imposed upon him by a court of 
summary jurisdiction, and there is reason to believe 
that his parent or guardian has conduced to the 
commission of the alleged offence by wilful default or 
by habitually neglecting to exercise due care of 
him, the court may, on information, issue a 
summons against the parent or guardian of the 
child or young person charging him with so 
contributing to the commission of the offence. 

(2.) A summons to the child or young person 
may include a summons to the parent or guardian. 

(8.) The charge against the child or young 
person and the charge against the parent or 
guardian may be heard together, and for that 
purpoee the proceedings against the child or young 
pereon may be adjourned. 

(4.) When, after hearing the case, any fine, 
damages, or costs are imposed upon the child or 
young person, and the court is satisfied that his 
parent or guardian has conduced to the commission 
of the offence by wilful default or by habitually 
neglecting to exercise due care of him, the court 
may order that the fine, damages, or costs shall be 
paid by the parent or guardian instead of by the 
child or young person, and may also order the

(5) Any sums so imposed and ordered to be 

may be recovered from the parent or guardian 

distress or imprisonment in manner provided by

A parent or guardian may appeal against an 
order made under this section to a court of quarter 
sessions. 

(7.) Where a parent or guardian is ordered by 
the court to pay fine, damages, or costs, or to give 
security for the good behaviour of the child or 
young person, no further charge under this Act 
shall be ht against the parent or guardian in 
reepect of any wilful default or habitual neglect to 
exercise due care of suvh child or young person 
prior to the making of such order, without 
ey to the liability of the parent or guardian 
or any subsequ-nt wilful default or habitual 
neglect in respect of the same child or young 
person. 

3. Limitation of costs.) Where a child or young 
— is ordered by a court of summary juris- 

tion to pay costs in addition to a fine, the 
amount of the costs so ord-red to be paid shall in 
no case exceed the amount of the fine, and, excapt 
80 far as the court may think fit to expressly order 
otherwise, all fees payable or paid by the 
informant in excess of the amount of costs so 
ordered to be paid shall be remitted or repaid to 
him, and the court may also order the fine or any 
part thereof to be paid to the informant in or 
towards the payment of his costs. - 


4. Remand or committal to place other than prison.) 
(1.) A court of summary juri-diction, on remanding 
for trial any child or young person, 
may, instead of committing him to prison, remand 
or commit him into the custody of any fit person 
named in the commitment who 1s willing to receive 
(due regard being had, where practicable, to 


religious persuasion of the child), to be detained 
that custody for the period for which he has 
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the expenses of the maintenance of children and 
young persons in custody under this section. 

(5.) Where a court makes an order under this 
section the court may make an order on the parent 
or other person legally liable to maintain the child 
or young person, requiring that parent or person 
to pay, as a contribution towards the cost of main- 
taining the child or young person, such sum, not 
exceeding five shillings a week, as the court may 
think fit, during the whole or any part of the time 
of his custody. The payment shall be made to the 
inspector of reformatory and industrial schools, or 
to a constable or other person authorised by the 
inspector to receive the payment, and the money 
paid shall be applied under the direction of the 
Treasury towards the expenses incurred under this 
section. 

(6.) There shall be paid, out of moneys provided 
by Parliament, towards the co:t of maintaining any 
child or young perron when in custody under this 
section, such contribution as may be fixed by 
regulations made by the Secretary of State with the 
approval of the Treasury. 

(7.) Where a child or young person is placed in 
the custody of a fit person under this section, 
payments shall be it from the police fund of 
the place to which the child or young person is 
sent for his maintenance, in accordance with the 
regulations made by the Secretary of State, but 
the police fund shall be repaid through the 
inspector of reformatory and industrial schools out 
of the contribution eo fixed. 


5. Extension of power to commit to industrial school. ] 
A court of assize or quarter sessions may exercise 
the like power of committing a child to an industrial 
school as may be exercised by two justices ora 
magistrate under section fifteen of the Industrial 
Schools Act, 1866, and the provisions of that Act 
shall be construed accordingly. 


6. Recovery of expenses of maintenance from parent 
or person legally liable.] (1.) Where a court of 
summary jurisdiction makes an order that a child 
or young person be sent to a certified reformatory 
or industrial school, the court may make at the 
sametime such order for a contribution to hiseupport 
and maintenance on his parent, or other person 
legally liable to maintain him, as may be made by 
justices or a magistrate under sections twenty-five 
and twenty-six of the Reformstory Schools Act, 
1866 [29 & 30 Vict. c.

1. Sanitary condition of factory.| (1.) The follow- 
ing provisions shall apply to every factory as 
defined by this Act, except a domestic factory :— 

(a.) It must be kept in a cleanly state ; 

(b.) It must be kept free from effluvia arising 
from any drain, watercloset, earthcloset, privy, 
urinal, or other nuisance ;

(2.) A factory in which there is a contravention 
of the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
not to be kept in conformity with this Act, and a 
workshop in which there is a contravention of the 
provisions of this section shall be deemed to be a 
nuisance liable to be dealt with summarily under 
the law relating to public health. 


9. Sanitary conveniences in factories and workshops. | 
(1.) Every factory and workshop must be provided 
with sufficient and suitable accommodation in the 
way of sanitary conveniences, regard being had to 
the number of persons employed in or in attend- 
ance at the factory or workshop, and also where 
persons of both sexes are or are intended to be em- 
ployed or in attendance, with proper separate 
accommodation for persons of each sex. 

(2.) The Secretary of State shall, by Special 
Order, determine what is sufficient and suitable 
accommodation within the meaning of this section. 

(3.) A factory or workshop in which there isa 
contravention of this section shall be deemed not 
to be kept in conformity with this Act. 

(4.) This section does not apply to the adminis- 
trative county of London, or to any place where 
section twenty-two of the Public Health Acts 
Amendment Act, 1890 [53 & 54 Vict. c. 59], is in 


force. 
(ii.) Safety. 


10. Fencing of machinery.] (1.) With respect to 
the fencing of machinery in a factory the following 
provisions shall have effect : 

(a.) Every hoist or teagle, and every fly-wheel 
directly connected with the steam or water or 
other mechanical power, whether in the 
engine-house or not, and every part of any 
water wheel or engine worked by any such 
power, must be securely fenced ; and 

(b.) Every wheel-race not otherwise secured 
must be securely fenced close to the edge of 
the wheel-race; and 

(c.) All dangerous parts of the machinery, and 
every part of the mill gearing, must e.ther be 
securely fenced, or be in such position or of 
such construction as to be equally safe to every 
person employed or working in the factory as 
it would be if it were securely fenced; and 

(2Z) All fenciog must be constantly maintained 
in an efficient state while the parts required to 
be fenced are in motion or use, except where 
they are under repair or under examination in 
connection with repair, or are necessarily 
exposed for the purpose of cleaning or lubrica- 
ting or for altering the gearing or arrange- 
ments of the parts of the machine. 

(2.) A factory in which there is a contravention 

of this section shall be deemed not to be kept in 
conformity with this Act. 


11. Steam boilers | (1.) Every steam boiler used 
for generating steam in a factory or workshop, or 
in any place to which any of the provisions of this 
Act apply, must, whether separate or one of a 

a— 

(a) have attached to it a proper safety valve and 
& proper steam gauge and water gauge to show 
the pressure of steam and the height of water 
in the boiler ; and 

(6) be examined thoroughly by a competent 

person at least once in every fourteen months. 

(2.) Every such boiler, safety valve, steam guage, 
and water gusge must be maintained in proper 
condition. 

(3.) A report of the result of every such examina- 
tion in the prescribed form. containing the pre- 
scribed particulars, shall withia fourteen days be 
entered into or attached to the general register of 
the factory or workshop, and the report shall be 
signed by the person making the examination, 
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and, if that person is an inspector of a boiler- 
inspecting company or association, by the chief 
engineer of the company or association. 

(4.) Afactory or workshop in which there isa 
contravention of this section shall be deemed not 
to be kept in conformity with this Act. 

(5.) This section shall not apply to the boiler of 
any locomotive which belongs to and is used by any 
railway company, or to any boiler belonging to or 
exclusively used in the service of His Majesty. 

(6.) For the purposes of this section the whole of 
a tenement factory or workshop shall be deemed 
to be one factory or workshop, and the owner 
shall be substituted for tne occupier, and he shall 
register the report referred to in this section. 


12. Regulations as to self-acting machines.| (1.) 
In a factory erected on or after the tirst day of 
January one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
six, the traversing’ carriage of any self-acting 
machine mast not be allowed to run out within a 
distance of eighteen inches from any fixed 
structure not being part of the machine, if the 
space over which it runs out is a space over which 
any person is liable to pass, whether in the course 
of his employment or otherwise Provided that 
nothing in this sub-section shall prevent any 
portion of the traversing carriage of any self-acting 
cotton spinning or woollen spinning machine being 
allowed to run out within a distance of twelve 
inches from any part of the head stock of another 
self-acting cotton spinning or woollen spinning 
machine. 

(2) A person employed in a factory must not be 
allowed to be in the space between the fixed and 
the traversing parts of a self-acting machine 
unless the machine is stopped with the traversing 
part on the outward ruo, but for the purpose of 
this provision the space in front of a self-acting 
machine shall not be included in the space afore- 
said. 

(3.) A woman, young person, or child, must not 
be allowed to work between the tixed and travers- 
ing part of any self-acting machine while the 
machine is in motion by the action of steam, 
water, or other mechanical power. 

(4) A factory in which a traversing carriage is 
allowed to run out in contravention of this section 
shall be deemed not to be kept in conformity with 
this Act, and any person allowed to be in the space 
aforesaid or to work in contravention of this sec- 
tion shall be deemed to be employed contrary to the 
provisions of this Act. 


18. Restrictions on cleaning when machinery is in 
motion.| (1.) A child must not be allowed to clean 
in any factory— 

(a) any part of any machinery ; or 

(b) any place under’ any machinery other than 

overhead mill gearing, 
while the machinery is in motion by the aid of 
steam, water, or other mechanic 11 power. 

(2.) A young person must not be allowed to 
clean any dangerous part of the machinery in a 
factory while the machinery is in motion by the aid 
of steam, water, or other mechanical power; and 
for this purpose such parts of the machinery shall, 
unless the contrary is proved, be presumed to be 
dangerous as are so notified by an inspector to the 
occupier of the factory. 

(3.) A Woman or young person must not be 
allowed to clean such part of the machinery in a 
factory as is mill-gearing while the machinery is 
in motion for the purpose of propelling any part 
of the manufacturing machinery. 

(4.) A woman, young person, or child, allowed 
to clean in contravention of this section, shall be 
deemed to be employed contrary to the provisions 
of this Act 


14. Provision of means of escape in case of fire.| (1.) 
Every factory of which the construction was not 
commenced on or before the first day of January 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-two, and 
in which more than forty fiersons are employed, 
and every workshop of which the construction was 
not commenced before the fir-t day of January one 
thousand eight hundred and ninety-six, and in 
which more than forty persons are employed, must 
be furnished with a certificate from the district 
council of the district in which the factory or work- 
shop is situate that the factory or workshop is pro- 
vided with such means of escape in case of fire for 
the persons employed therein as can reasonably be 
required under the circumstances of each case, and 
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if the factory or workshop is not so furnished it 
shall be deemed not to be kept in conformity with 
this Act; and it shall be the duty of the council 
to examine every such factory and workshop. and, 
on being satisfied that the factory or workshop is 
so provided, to give such a certificate as aforesaid. 
The certificate must specify in detail the means of 
escape so provided. 

(2.) With respect to all factories and workshops 
to which the foregoing provisions of this section 
do not apply, and in which more than forty persons 
are employed, it shall be the duty of the district 
council of every district from time to time to 
ascertain whether all such factories and workshops 
within their district are provided with such means 
of escape as aforeraid, and, in the case of any 
factory or workshop which is not so provided to 
serve on the owner of the factory or workshop a 
notice in writing specifying the measures necessary 
for providing such means of escape as aforeraid, 
and requiring him to carry them out before a 
specified date, and thereupon the owner shall, not- 
withstanding any agreement with the occupier, 
have power to take such steps as are necessary for 
complying with the requirements, and unless the 
requirements are complied with, the owner shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding one pound for every 
day that the non-compliance continues. 

(3.) In case of a difference of opinion between 
the owner of the factory or workshop and the 
council under the last foregoing subsection, the 
difference shall, on the application of either party, 
to be made within one month after the time when 
the difference arises, be referred to arbitration, 
and thereupon the provisions of the First Schedule 
to this Act shall have effect, and the award on the 
arbitration shall be binding on the parties thereto, 
and the notice of the council shall be discharged, 
amended, or confirmed in accordance with the 
award. 

(4.) If the owner alleges that the occupier of the 
factory or workshop ought to bear or contribute to 
the expenses of complying with the requirement, 
he may apply to the county court having jurisdic- 
tion where the factory or workshop is situate, and 
thereupon the county court, after hearing the 
occupier, may m-ke such order as appears to the 
court just and equitable under all the circumstances 
of the case. 

(5.) For the purpose of enforcing the foregoing 
provisions of this section, an inspector may give 
the like notice and take the like proceedings as 
under the foregoing provisions of this Act with 
respect to matters punishable or remediable under 
the law relating to public health but not under this 
Act, and those provisions shall apply accordingly. 

(6.) The means of escape in case of tire provided 
in any factory or workshop shall be maintained in 
good condition and free from obstruction, and if it 
is not so maintained the factory or workshop shall 
be deemed not to be kept in conformity with this 
Act. 

(7.) For the purposes of this section the whole 
of a tenement factory or workshop shall be deemed 
to be oné factory or workshop, and the owner shall 
be substituted fur the occupier. 

(8.) All expenses incurred by a district council 
in the execution of this section shall be defrayed— 

(a.) In the case of an urban district couucil, as 

part of their expenses of the general execution 
of the Public Health Act, 1875 [38 & 39 Vict. 
c. 55]; and 
(6.) In the case of a rural district council, as 
special expenses incurred in the execution of 
the Public Health Act, 1875 ; 
and those expenses shall be charged to the 
contributory place in which the factory or 
workshop is situate. 


15. Byelaws for means of escape from fire.] Every 
district council shall, in addition to any powers 
which they poesess with reference to the prevention 
of fire, have power to make byelaws providing for 
means of escape from fire in the case of any 
factory or workshop, and sections one hundred and 
eighty-two to one hundred and eighty-six of the 
Pubhec Health Act, 1875, shall apply to any byelaws 
so made. 


16. Doors of factory or workshop to open from 
inside.) (1.) While any person employed in a 
factory or workshop is within the factory or work- 
shop for the pur of employment or meals, the 
doors of the factory or workshop, and of any room

locked or bolted or fastened in such a manner that

A factory or workshop in which there isa 
contravention of this section shall be deemed not 
to be kept in conformity with this Act. 


17. Fower to make order as to dangerous machine. } 
(1.) A court of summary jurisdiction may, on 
complaint by an inspector, and on being satisfied 
that any part of the ways, works, machinery, or 
plant used in a factory or workshop (including a 
steam boiler used for generating steam), is in such 
8 condition that 1t cannot be used without 
to life-or limb, by order, prohibit its use, or, if it 
is capable of repair or alteration, prohibit its use 
until it is duly repaired or altered. 

(2.) Where a complaint has been made under 
this seciion, the court or a justice may, on applica- 
tion ex parte by the inspector, and on receiving 
evidence tnat the use of any such part of the ways, 
works, machinery, or plant, involves imminent 

r to life, make an interim order prohibiting, 
either absolutely or subject to conditions, the use 
thereof until the earliest opportunity for hearing 
and determining the complaint. 

(3.) If there is any contravention of an order 
under this section, the person entitled to control 
the use of the part of the ways, works, machinery, 
or plant, shall be lable to a fine not exceeding 
forty shillings a day during the contravention. 


18. Power to make order as to unhealthy or dangerous 
Jactory or workshop.| (1.) A court of summary 
jurisdiction may, on complaint by an inspector, 
and on being satisfied that any place used as‘a 
factory or workshop or as part of a tactory 
ot workshop is in such a condition that 
any manufacturing process or handicraft carried 
on therein cannot be so carried on without danger 
to health or to life or limb, by order, prohibit the 
use of that place for the purpose of that process or 
handicraft, until such works have been executed as 
are in the opinion of the court necessary to remove 
the danger. 

(2.) Provided that proceedings shall not be 
taken under this section in cases where proceedings 
might be taken by or at the instance of any dis- 
trict council under the provisions of the law 
relating to public health, unless the inspector is 
authorised to take proceedings under the fore- 
going provisions of this Act with respect to the 
enforcement of sanitary provisions in worksho 
or with respect to matters punishable or sumed 
able under the law relating to public health but 
not under this Act. 

(3) If there is any contravention of an order 
under this section, the occupier of the place shall 
be liable to a fine not exceeding forty shillings a 
day during the contravention.

life or limb, either generally or in the case of 
women, children, or any other class of persons, he 
may certify that manufacture, machinery, plant, 
process, or description of manual labour, to be 
dangerous; and thereupon the Secretary of State 
may, subject to the provisions of this act, make 
such regulations as appear to him to be reasonably 
practicable, and to meet the necestity of the case. 


80. Procedure for making regulations.| (1) Before 
the Secretary of State makes any reguiations under 
this Act, he shali publish, in such manner as he 
may think best adapted for informing persons 
affected, notice of the proposal to make the regula- 
tions, and of tne place where copies of the draft 
regulations may be obtained, and of the time

established) or to any specified class of such fac- 
tories or workshops. They may provide for the 
exemption of any specified class of factories or 
workshops either absolutely or subject to condi- 
tions. 

(2.) The regulations may apply to tenement 
factories and tenement workshops, and in such case 
may impose duties on occupiers who do not 
employ any person, and on owners. 

(3.) No person shall be —_ by any agree- 
ment from doing, or be liable under any ment 
to any penalty or forfeiture for doing, such acts as 
msy be necessary in order to comply with the 
provisions of any regulation made under this Act. 


83. Provisions which may be made by regulations. | 
Regulations made under the foregoing provisions 
of this Act may, among other things,— 

(a) prohibit the employment of, or modify or 
limit the period of employment of, all persons 
or any c of persons in any manufacture, 
machinery, plant, process, or description of 
manual labour certified to be dangerous; and 

(4) prohibit, limit, or control the use of any 
material or process; and 

(c) modify or extend any special regulations for 
any class of factories or workshops contained 
in this Act. 

84. Regulations to be laid before Parliament. | 
Regulations made under the foregoing provisions 
of this Act shall be laid as soon as possible before 
both Houses of Parliament, and if either House 
within the next forty days after the regulations 
have peen laid before that House, resolve that all 
or any of the lations ought to be annulled, the 
regulations shall, atter the date of the resolution, 
be of no effect, without predjadice to the validity 
of anything done in the meantime thereunder, or 
to the making of any new regulations. If one or 
more of a set of regulations are annulled, the 
Secretary of State may, if he thinks fit, withdraw 
the whole set. 

85. Breach of regulations.} (1.) If any occupier, 
owner, or mavager, who is bound to observe any 
regulation under this Act, acts in contravention of 
or fails to comply with the regulation, he shall be 
liable for each offence to a fine not exceeding ten 
pounds, and, in the case of a continuing offence, to 
a fine not exceeding two pounds for every day 
during which the offence continues after conviction 
therefor 

(2.) If any person other than an occupier, owner, 
or manager, who is bound to observe any regula- 
tion under this Act, acts in contravention of, or 
fails to comply with, the regulation, he shall be 
liable for pe offence to a fine not exceeding two 
pounds ; and the occupier of the factory or work- 
shop shall also be liable to a fine not exceeding ten 
pounds, unless he proves that he has taken all 
rearonable means of publishing, and to the best of 
bis power enforcing, the regulations to prevent the 
contravention or non-compliance. 


86. Publication of regulations | (1.) Notice of any 
reguia‘ions having been made under the foregoiug 
provicions of the Act, and of the place where 
copies of them can be purchased, shall be published 
in the London, Edinburgh, and bublin Gazettes. 

(2.) Printed c pies of all regutations for the 
time being in force under this act in any factory 
or workshop shall be kept posted up in legible 
characters in conspicuous places in the or 
workshop where they may be conveniently by 
the persons employed. In a factory or worksho 
in Wales or Monmouthshire the regulations sha 
be posted up in the Welsh language also. 

(3.) A printed copy of all such regulations shall 
be given by the occupier to any person affected 
thereby on his or her ap tion. 

(4.) If the occupier of any factory or workshop 
fails to comply with any provision of this section 
as to posting up or giving copies, he shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding ten pounds, 

(5.) Every person who pulls down, injures, or 
detaces any regulations posted up in pursuance of 
this Act, or any notice posted up io pursuance of 
the regulations, shall be liable to a fine not 

five pounds, 

(6.) Regulations for the time in force

PART V. 
Spgzorat MopiricaTIons AND EXTENSIONS. 
(i.) Tenement Factories. 


87. Duties of owner of tenement factory.| (1.) The 
owner (whether or not he is one of the occupiers) 
of a tenement factory shall, instead of the occupier, 
be liable for the observance, and puuishable for 
non-observance, of the following provisions of this 
Act, namely, the provisions with respect to— 

(i.) the cleanliness, freedom from effluvia, over- 
crowding and ventilation of factories, con- 
tained in section one of this Act, including, so 
far as they relate to any engine-house, passage, 
or staircase, or to any room which is let to 
more than one tenant, the provisions with 
respect to limewashing and washing of the 
interior of a factory ; 

(ii.) the fencing of machinery, aud penal com- 
pensation for neglect to fence machinery, in a 
factory, except so far as relates to such parts 
of the machinery as are supplied by the 
occupier ; 

(iii.) the notices to be affixed in a factory with 
respect to the period of employment, times of 
meals, and system of employment of children ; 

(iv.) the prevention of the inhalation of dust, 
gas, vapour, or other impurity, eo far as that 
provision requires the supply of pipes or other 
contrivances necessary for working the fan or 
other means for that purpose ; and 

(v.) the affixing of an abstract and notices in a 
factory. 

Provided that any occupier may affix in his own 
tenement the notice with respect to the period of 
employment, times for meals, and system of 
employment of children, and thereupon that notice 
shall, with respzct to persons employed by that 
occcupier, have effect in substitution for the corre- 
sponding notice affixed by the owner. 

(2) The provisions of this Act with respect to 
the power to make orders in the case of dangerous 
premises shall apply in the case of a tenement 
factory as if the owner were cubstituted for the 
occupier. 

(3) In the case of any tenement factory or class 
of tenement factories used wholly or partly for the 
weaving of cotton cloth, the owner shall, if the 
Secretary of Srate by order so directs, be substituted 
for the occupier for the — of the require- 
ments of section seven and section ninety-four of 
twis Act or of any order of the Secrctary of State 
with respect to ventilation. 

(4.) Where, by or under this section, the owner 
of a tenement factory is substituted for the occupier 
with respect to any provisions of this Act, any 
summons, notice, or proceeding, which for the 
purpose of any of thoge provisions is by this Act 
required or authorised to be served on or taken in 
relation to the occupier, is hereby required or 
authorised (as the case may be) to be served on or 
taken in relation to the owner. 

88. Regulations as to grinding of cutlery in tenement 
factory.) (1.) Where grinding is carried on in a 
tenement factory, the owner of the factory shall be 
responsible for the observance of the regulations 
set forth in the Third schedule to this Act. 

(2.) In every such tenement factory it shall be 
the duty of the owner and of the occupier of the 
factory respectively to see that sucn part of the 
horsiug chains and of the hooks to which the chains 
are attacned as are supplied by them respectively 
are kept in efficient condition. 

(3.) In every tenement factory where grinding of 
cutlery is carried on, the owner of the factory 
shall provide that there shall at times be 
instantaneous communication between each of the 
rooms in which the work is carried on and both 
the engine-room and the boiler-house. 

(4.) A tenement factory in which there is a con- 
travention of this section shull be deemed not to 
be kept in conformity with this Act, but for the 
purp ses of any proceeding in respect of a pro- 
vision for the observance of which the owner of 
the factory is responsible, that owner shall be 
substituted for the occupier of the factory. 

(5.) This section shall not apply to a textile 
factory. 

89. Certificate of fitness in tonement factory.) A 
certificate of the fitness of any young person or 
child for employment in a tenement factory shall 
be valid for his similar employment in any part vf 
the same tenement factory. 
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(ii.) Cotton Cloth and other Humid Factories. 


90, Temperature and humidity | Yn every room, 
shed or workshop, or part thereof, in which the 
weaving of cotton clotn is carried on (in this Act 
referred to as a ‘cotton cloth factory’’), the 
following provisions shall have ¢ffect :— 

(1.) The amount of moisture in the atmosphere 
must not at any time be in excess of such 
amount as is represented by the number of 
grains of moisture per cubic foot of air shown 

’ in column I. of the table in tbe Fourth 
Schedule to this Act opposite to such figure 
in column II. as represents the temperature 
existing in the cotton cloth factory at that 
time: 

Provided that the temperature shall not at 
any time be raised by any artificial means 
whatsdever (except by gas used for lighting 
purposes only) above seventy degrees, except 
in so far as may be necessary in the process of 

iving humidity to the atmosphere. 

(2.) The fact that one of the wet-bulb ther- 
mometers in the factory gives a higher reading 
than the figure shown in column III. of the 
said table opposite to such fi in column 
II. as represents the temperature existing in 
the factory, shall be evidence that the amount 
of moisture in the atmosphere exceeds the 
limit prescribed by this section. 


91. Power to alter table of humidity. | The Secretary 
of State may by order repeal or vary the table in 
the Fourth Schedule to this Act, and substitute 
any new or amended table therefor : 

Provided as follows :— 

(a) The varied or substituted table shall be laid 
in a complete form before both Houses of 
Parliament if Parliament is sitting, or if not, 
then within three weeks aft-r the beginning of 
the next ensuing session of Parliament; and it 
the table is disapproved by either House ot 
Parliament within forty days efter having been 
so laid before Parliament, the table shall be 
void and of no effect. 

(6) The table shall not come into operation until 
it has been laid before Parliament for forty 
days; but after the expiration of those forty 
days, if the table has not been disapproved of 
as aforesaid, the Secretary of State rhall cause 
a copy thereof to be published in the London 
Gazette, and to be given to every occupier of a 
cotton cloth factory who, in pursuance of this 
Act, has given notice of humidity of the 
atmosphere being artificially produced in that 
factory, and aiter the expiration of fourteen 
days from the first publication thereof in the 
London Gazette, the varied or substituted 
table shall be deemed to be the table in the 
Fourth Schedule to this Act. 


92. Employment of thermometers.] (1.) In every 
cotton clot. factory, for the purpose of recording 
the humidity of the atmosphere and the 
temperature there must be provided, maintained, 
and kept in correct working order two sets of 
standardised wet and dry bulb thermometers. 

(2.) The following regulations sball be obeerved 
with reference to the employment of such thermo- 
meters :— 

(a) Une set of thermometers is to be fixed in the 
centre aud one at the side of the factory, or in 
such other position as is directed or sanctioned 
by an inspector, so as to be plainly visible to 
the workers ; 

(4) The occupier or manager or person for the 
time being in charge of the factory shall read 
the thermometers thrice in the day—namely, 
between seven and eight o’ lock in the fore- 
noon, between ten and eleven o’clock in the 
forenoon, and between three and four o’clock 
in the afternoon, on every day on which any 
workers are employed in the factory, and shall 
record the readings of each thermometer at 
each of those times on a form provided for the 
purpose for each set of thermometers in 
accordance with the Form of Record and the 
regulations contained in the Fourth Schedule 
to this Act ; 

(ec) The torm in which the readings of each 
thermometer are to be recorded must be kept 
hung up near the thermometers, and after 
being duly filled up, must be furwarded at the 
end of each month to the inspector of the 





district, and a copy must be kept at the 
factory for reference ; 

(@) There must be kept hanging up in a frame, 
and properly glazed, in a conspicuous position 
and near to each eet of thermometers, a copy 
of the table set out in the Fourth Schedule“to 
this Act; 

(e) Each form shall be prima facie evidence of 
the humidity of the atmosphere and tempera- 
ture in the factory in which the form was 
hung up. 

93. Notices and inspections where humidity is 
artificially produced.| (1.) The occupier of every 
cotton cloth factory in which humidity of the 
atmosphere is produced by any artificial means 
whatsoever (except by gas used for lighting 
purposes only) shall, at or before the time at which 
suchartificial production of humidity is commenced, 
give notice thereof in writing to the chiet inspector 
of @) bee . a 

2.) Kvery factory in respect of which any su 
notice has been given shall be visited by an 
inspector once at least in every threemonths. The 
inspector shail examine into the temperature, 
humidity of the atmosphere, ventilation, and 
quantity of fresh air in the factory, and shall 
report to the chief inspecter of factories in the 
prescribed form. 

(3.) If at any time the occupier of any factory in 
respect of which any such notice has been given 
ceases to produce humidity by artificial means, he 
may give notice in writing of such cessation aud 
from the date of that notice, and so long as 
humidity is not artificially produced in the factory, 
the provisions of this section shall not apply to that 
factory. 

94, Regulations for the protection of health.| In 
every cotion cloth factory the followmg regulations 
for the protection of health shall have effect, viz. :— 

(1.) ‘he water used for the purpose of producing 
humidity shall either be taken from a public 
supply of drinking water or other source of 
pure water, or shall be effectively purified to 
the saticfaction of the inspector before being 
introduced in the form of steam into the 
factory, and all ducts for the introduction of 
humidified air sha)l be kept clean. 

(2.) The pipes used for the introduction of steam 
into a cotton cloth factory in which the tem- 
perature is seventy degrees Fahrenheit or over 
shall, so far as they are within the shed, be as 
small both in diameter and length as is reason- 
ably practicable, and shall be effectively covered 
with non-conducting material tothe satisfaction 
of the insprctor, so as to minimise the amount 
of heat thrown off by them into the shed. 

(3.) In the case of a cottn cloth factory in 
which humidity of the atmosphere is produced 
by any artificial means whatsoever (except by 
gs used for lighting purposes only), the 
arrangements for ventilation shali be such 
that during working hours in no part of the 
cotton cloth factory shall the proportion of 
carbonic acid (carbon dioxide) in the air be 
greater than nine volumes of carbonic acid to 
every ten thousand volumes of air. 

(4.) Unless some other method certified by the 
inspector to be equally satisfactory is adopted, 
the outside of the roof of every cotton cioth 
factory shall be whitewashed every year before 
the 31st day of May, aud such whitewash shall 
be effectively maintained until the thirty-first 
day of August. 

(5.) Im every cotton cloth factory erected after 
the second day of February one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-eight a sufficient 
and suitable cloak room, or cloak rooms, shall 
be provided for the use of all the persons 
employed therein, and shall be ventilated and 
kept at a suitable temperature. 


95. Penalties for non-compliance.| If in the case 
of any cotton cloth factory there is a contravention 
of or non-compliance with any of the foregoing 
provisions with regard to cotton cloth factories, the 
yee shall give notice in writing to the Sides

purpose shall have the same powers and duties as 
he has in relation to weights, measures, scales, 
balances, steelyards, and weighing machines, used 
in the sale of goods. 


Part VIII. 
ADMINISTRATION. 
(i.) Inspection. 

118. Appointment and duties of inspectors and 
clerks and servants.| (1.) The Secretary of State, 
with the approval of the Treasury as to numbers 
and salaries, may appoint such inspectors (under

Parliament. 
(5.) A person who is the occupier of a factory or 
workshop, or is directly or indirectly interested 
therein, or in any process or business carried on 
therein, or ina patent connected therewith, or is 
employed in or about a factory or workshop, shall 
not act as an inspector. 
(6.) Ani tor aaeled be liable to serve in 
any parochial or mun office. 

tn Sach annual report of the es of 
the inspectors as the Secretary of State directs 
shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament. 
(8.) A reference in this Act to an inspector ref« rs, 
unless it is otherwise expressed, to an inspector 
appointed in pursuance of this section, and a 
notice or other document required by this Act to 
be sent to an inspector shall be sent to such 
inspector as a Secretary of State directe,by declara- 
tion published in the London Gazette or otherwise 
as he thinks expedient for making the same known 
to all persons interested.

employed therein; and 

(ec) To enter any school in which he has 
reasonable cause to believe that children 
employed in a factory or workshop are for 
the time being educated ; and 

(f) To examine, either alone or in the presence 
of any other person, as he thinks fit, with 
respect to matters under this Act, every 
person whom he finds in a factory or work- 
shop orsuch aschool as aforesaid, or whom 
he has reasonable cause to believe to be or to 
have been within the preceding two months 
employed in a factory or workshop, and to 
require every such person to be so examined 

and to sign a declaration of the truth of the 
matters respecting which he is so examined ; 
and 
(g) To exercise such other powers as may be 
neces for carrying this Act into effect. 
(2.) The occupier of every factory and workshop, 
his agents and servanis, shall furnish the means 
required by an inspector as necessary for any entry, 
yy examination, inquiry, or the exercise 
of his powers under this Act in relation to that 
factory or workshop. 
(3.) If any person wilfully delays an inspector in 
the exercise of any power under this section, or 
fails to comply with the requisition of an inspector 
in pursuance of this section, or to produce any 
certificate or document which he is required by or 
in pursuance of this Act to produce, or conceals or 
prevents, or attempts to conceal or prevent a 
woman, young person, or child, from appearing 
before or being examined by an inspector, that 
person shall be deemed to obstruct an inspector 
in the execution of his duties under this Act. 
Provided that no one shali be required under 
this section to answer avy question or to give any 
evidence tending to criminate himself. 
(4.) Where an inspector is obstructed in the 
execution of his duties under this Act, the person 
obstructing him shall be liable to a fine not exceed - 
ing five pounds; and where an inspector is so 
obstructed in a factory or workshop, other than a 
domestic factory or a domestic workshop, the 
apy og of that factory or workshop shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding five, or where the offence is 
committed at night twenty, pounds ; and where an
